T the firſt breaking out of theſe Motions in 
our Countries, there was nothing more ear- 
neſtly enquired after, than the Secrer 
with. France, for the Subvcrhon of the Laws 
and eſtabliſh'd Religion of England: And there 
_ was a miſguided Party amongft us, who find- 
ing -titherto that no ſuch, abominable Contrivance was pub- 
lickly proved againſt the lace King Famer, that therefore he 
was never guilry of any fuch evil Machination ; and ſome 
weredo far miſled, as hence eo doubt, whether he were 
uilty ofr fome other Enormitics that were objeted againſt 
\im- . But to thoſe it may be ſufficient to anſwer, That the 
then Prince of Orange did not in his Declaration publicklyp 
charge King James with any ſuch; League ; and thetefore 
the World cannot objedt againſt King Williem, that in this 
Matter he has falluly aſperſed him. There is nothing con+ 
tained in that Declacarion (which 1 ſuppoſe is the. Su 
of what Kino lam has to obyje-t publickly againſt King 
Tames's Pro.z«i\mg) that the jnolt Davored to-King Fares's 
Party can poilibly deny ; it contazns nothing but 
Matter of Fact, tranſacted before the Face of all the Nati-

and in fome idle Pamphlets publiſhed by Private Perſons; 
and:granting even the French League to be fo too; there

ous Proceſs. King Fame: the Secand deferced his People, 
abdicated his Kingdoms, leaving the Throne Vacant, and 
his Kingdoms in the firſt State of Nature, without Govern- 
ment or Head ; and threw himſelf into the Arms and Bo- 
ſom of the French King, the moſt inveterate Enemy co the - 
Engliſh Nation and Government both in Church and'State : 
To him he applied for Help and Succour ir the Diſtreſs be 
had brought on himſelf, by obſerving the Meaſures-ſer hirtr 
by. Frexce and Rome, for the utter Extirpation of the Prote-. 
{tant Religion in theſe Kingdoms : And the Ambitious. 
French Monarch preſently lays hold on this Opportunity, 
receives him graciouſly, and promiſes all Afliſtance. Great 
Preparations are immediately ordered at Bre#f, for Ireland ; 
and after the Engliſh King had received his full Inftru&ions 
wom Lews the Fourteenth, and was put under the Tutelage 
of two or three French Generals for managing the War, 
and French Treaſurers and Officers for managing the Reve- 
nue, together with Monſieur 4” Avaux for giving InftruQi- 
ons, he embarked for Ireland, with a great Stock of Money 
and Arms. | 


It was , and certainly promiſed, by ſeveral in 
Englund ped well affofted to King Fames, cho? 
not of his Religion, That as 


ſoon as he ſhould gut his Foot 
on 
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on Iiþ Ground, he would immediately begin wich all Le- 
nity and Mercy to his Proteſtant Subjects, he would wholly 
cas himſelf upon them, by turning out Tyrconnel, and com- 
mitting the Sword to a Proteſtant Governour ; by admit- 
ting Proteſtants, eſpecially of the Church of Eng/and, into 
all Imploys, both Civil and Milicaty : For this they knew 
was the only Meaſures he could reatonably take, for the re- 
gaining the Hearts of. his Proteſtane Subjets in England, 
and of obtaining once more his Deſerted Throne. But 
what difference is there berween Exglih and French Politicks ? 
Inſtead of theſe Methods, as ſoon as he arrived' ar Dublin, 
he was Addreſſed by Speeches from fome ih Popiſh Bi- 
ſhops ard Clergy, (particularly by Biſhop Terrell, Tyrconne/”s 
Secretary, and Door Moor) adviſing him to confider his 
Papilſt, Subje&s of that Kingdom tor all their Sufferings theſe 
a—_— laſt. Years, and to reſtore them to che Churches and 
Poſlefſions- which had been ſo unjuſtly uſurped from them. 
(They ſhould have added, for the horrid Rebellion they had 
raiſed in Forty one, and for the many thouſands of Barba- 
rous Murders committed by them to maintain the Romiſh 
Religion.) Montieur 4 Avaux allo at his Publick Audience 
as Ambaſladour from his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, adviſed 
him in his Maſter's Name to the ſame Favours towarlls his 
Catholicks of that Kingdom. Whereupon immediately che 
few Proteſtants that remained in Imploys, were commanded 
to lay them down : Not a Proteſtane was allowed to fit in 
Council, or bear Arms; Lord Grazard, Lord Chief Juſtice 
Keating, Sir Fobn Davis, Sir Thomas Newoomen, Colonel Ru/ 
ſel, &c. were all laid afide, and no one permitted to hold 
any Place, but Papiſts; tho' theſe Gentlemen went as far to 
ſerve the King, as made fome ſuſpect chem for being of his 
Religion. Bur a ſignal Example we have ot his Majeſtic: 
Gratitude to thoſe that ſerve him, in the late Biſhop of Che- 
fer, who coming with him out of France, dicd at Dublin, 
and was {0 miſerably Poor, as to want Common Neceflaries ; 
and being dead, was buried at che Charge of a Charicable 
Prelate there. 
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But to proceed; The Proteſtants, who for ewo Months 
beforc King Fames came into Ireland had ſuffered moſt grie- 
vous Violences and Wrongs from the Iriſh Soldiers, being 
Pillaged and Robbed of all their Cactel and movable Goods, 
thought that upon his Majeſty's Arrival! they ſhould find 
ſome ProteQion, or Abatement of their troubles ; but up- 
on ſcveral Complaints made by thein to the King for Inju- 
ries reccived, he would anſwer chem, That he would do tor 
them what he could ; but they never reccived further Satiſ- 
faction or Juſtice : And particularly, the Lord Galmoy had 
in the North moſt barbarouſly cut off a Gentleman's Head, 
and made the Gentleman's own Son carry it on a Pike ia 
Triumph before his Regiment : Upon Complaint of chis to 
the King, he ſeemed mightily diſpleaſed at the Bloody In- 
humanity ; yer the Lord Galmey, the very next day after 
the Complaint , carried the Sword before his Majeſty to 
Maſs. When the Proteſtant Biſhbop of Meerb, with a Body 
of Clergy-men, waited on the King, the Biſhop addreſſed 
himfelt co him in this manner : © May u# pleaſe your Majeſty, 
« The Clergy of thu City of Dablin, with ſeveral of the Rural 
« Clergy, that are retwed from thu Country for Safety, attend 
© your Majeity, to congratulate your Arrival m ths Kingdom ; 
* and do bumbly implare your Royal Proteflicn to them , their 
* Churches, and Religion ; deſirmg that from time to time they 
« may be admtited ro make their juſt Complaints of thoſe Injuries 
«* they have lately received : His Majeſty's Anfwer was, That 
« be would protect all Men in their Religions and Properties ; and 
« ar fer the Wrongs that bad lately been ſuffered by ſeveral, 
* "ta impoſſiole, 1n theſe Times of Commotions, but ſuch would 
« happen ; but be ſh1-uld as far as be could prevent and redreſ; 
* them : He:wever, if 1 am Inoaded in this Kingdom, as I bave 
« been in F.ngiand, 7 mu ſecure my ſelf as well as I can, 
What could the King poſhibly intend by this laſt Expreſſion ? 
Can it be otherwiſe, than thas as he found the Proteſtants 
of iZngland letert bic non the Invaſion, and'fome- of them 
fly over © the Prince's Party, he would prevent the like 
1rici, in 1 /, by cutting them all off, or ſecuring them 
under cloſe Continement ? Now what reaſon have Cubjeds 
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to truſt a King, that will nor eruſt chem ? When the Band 
of Mutual Credic is broken, all Government fails immedi- 
ately. But that we may fee more plainly, that King Zames 
never deſigns any more to truſt his Proteſtant Subjects, but 
to opprels them, and utterly to extirpace their Religion 
from theſe Nations, I ſhall here relate a remarkable Paſlage 
that was lately between a Proteſtane Clergy-man of Dublrm, 
and an Iriſh Lord who came thither with King James our 
of France, 


« The Clergy-man ſaid to the Lord, That be hoped now the 
« King was come among [t them, be would protett bu Proteſtants, 
« and redreſs them in thoſe Injuries they bad of late groaned un- 
« der ; and net only ſo, but that bus Majeſty would be more than 
« erdinary kind and favourable to them, advancing them t9 
« Places of Truj# and Power, and granting them a Share both 
« in Civil and Military Imployments ; for that this was the moſt 
« probable Merbod for gaining on hy Proteſtants of England, 
« by whoſe means only be mutt expett, if ever, to be reſetled in 
« bit Throne. To this the Lord (who is on: of the belt ſenſe 
« amongſt them, and coming with the King from France, 
« does certainly know all their deſigned Meaſures ) mae 
« this Return ; That bis Majeſty 14s naturally Merciſu! and 
© Compaſſionate, and that be would, as far ar be couls, previnuc 
« all Injuries to any of bs Subjetts : But for doing this with the 
© Defign you mention, or for bis truſting by Proteſtants, I af- 
« {urs you 'tis far from bu Thoughts : Both he and we had ra 
« tber be ſhould hazard and lv/e Forty Crowns, than be obliged 
« ro bis Proteſtants for the Poſſeſſion of bu Kingdoms. He can 
« never expel} to come im by their means, wnleſs tied and forttered 
« 2vith Conditions , which be cannot , nor ſhall not obſerve to 
on them. "Ti b the Force of the Arms of good Catholichs, 
» Aſſiſt ance from the Glorious Monerch 4 France, that 
« be de to regain bus Dominions : And then he comes in free 
« and boundleſs, like an Abſolute Conquerour, and ſhall aficr- 
«* wards do what he pleaſes. 
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By this we may plainly ſee, what King James, by Dire- 
ion from King Lews, deſigns. And if atter all this, the 
Eyes of the Nation are not enlightened, we are all deſtin'd 
«to Ruine and Miſery. Bur, thanks to God, in a great 
meaſure, theſe ns of _ Tames in Ireland have 
had their natural Effet on ſeveral good Proteſtants, that 
before were pretty well inclined to his Government; bue 
by theſe moſt unreaſonable Methods which he- has taken in 
Ireland, contrary to their expeRation, and his own viſible 
Intereſt, they are clearly taken off, and have abandoned him 
to he deftroyed by the Meaſures fet him by France ; and are 
reſolved to ſtick firm to the Proteſtant Intereſt, under Their 
Majcſtics King William and Queen Maryy on whoſe auſpici- 
ous Government the Proteſtant Religion, not only of cheſe 
Kingdoms, but of all Ewre, does wholly rely. 


For ſhould King James ſucceed in his Deſigns, we may 
plainly ſee what we are to be brought to: And after that, 
what will follow ? We ſhall be made a Prey to Frence, whole 
reſtleſs Contrivances have been bringing that about theſe 
Twenty Years, for which this feems to be the moſt conveni- 
ent Opportunity that ever preſented. ' Holland muſt certainly 
expe to be ſuddenly deſtroy'd by that ambitious Monarch 
and then I propole it to the Conſideration of all thinking 
Men, whether he will let England be quiet, tho? under the 
Government of his Dearly-beloved Cacholick Brother King 
Tamer? No certainly, he knows well enough, that King 
Famer has neither the Conduct nor Power to defend his Do- 
minions from his Powerful Arms : He has lately ſupply'd 
him wich Money, Ammunition, and Arms, in great Quanti- 
tiesy and is yet making greater Preparations for him at 
Breſt, _— to. Land an Army of Forty or Fifty thou- 
ſand French in England, or lome other of theſe ——— 
on purpoſe to conquer them. And can we think; that he 
does all this meerly out of a Principle of Generofity and Ho- 
nour, for Re-eſtabliſhing his Brother ? All the World knows, 
the French King's Generofity extends no farther than his In- 
teceſt ; and in his moſt glorious Atchicyements, he has his 
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ſecret Deſigns. What then can he more reaſonably intend, 
than that one day or other Eng/and may be brought to a (c- 
vere Account for theſe vaſt Expences ; and the Non-repay- 
ment of them, may be a ſufficient Pretence of War, when- 
ever he pleaſes ? Moreover, we may plainly fee, the French 
King uſes King Fames in this JunAure mectrly as a Stalking- 
Horſe, over whoſe Back he deligns to render himſclf Ma- 
ſter of theſe Kingdoms. By his Covert he has already got 
ſtrong Footing in Ireland; All there is tranſacted, even at 
this time, by King Lews : King James has only the empty 
Name ; Monſieur 4” Avaux gives all Inſtruttions, and was 
ſznt there by the French King ſo to do. The French Officers 
manage the War againſt che poor Remains of ſtrugling Englifh 
there : Only King Fames's Name ts uſed ; but he has no- 
thing to do in the whole Aﬀeir. And even in the Treaſury 
for Disburfing the Money, 'cis perform'd folely by a Trea- 
lurer ſent out of France; and King Fames has no more 
Power in the Matter, than the King of Bantam : And ſeve- 
ral F: Officers are diſplaced, to give way for thoſe French 
Pleniporentiaries. So that already we may reckon his French 
Majeſty fole Maſter and King of Ireland. If theretore theſe 
Meafares are taken there, what may we ſuddenly expect in 
this Place ? The ſame French Power that has ſeized on that 
miſerable Kingdom, will ſoon overſpread this, unleſs we 
unanimouſly unite cogether under their Majeſties King #4/- 
liam and Queen Mary, for oppoling this Deluge of Tyranny 
that threatens us And in doing this, we may plainly ſee, 
that we you not King James ; his Name is an empty 
Sound, uſed only as a Cheat upon the People : *Tis the 
Great Lews, the Tyrannical Lews, that implacable cruel 
Enemy to the Reformed Religion, whom we oppoſe. He 
has of late been fo puff'd up with theſe nauſeous Flacteries 
offered him by his Barbarous Clergy, tor his glorious Extir- 
pation of Hereſic, that he will venture half his Kingdoms at 
this Jun@ure, to render himſelt Maſter of Great Britam and 
Ireland, that he may practiſe the ſame Cruelties here, for 
bringing us over to the deteſtable Abominations of Rome. And 
when the Proteſtant Religion - fupprefſed in Holland and

Enzland, there's an end of it over the Pace. of Europe. In 
rence *tis already vaniſh'd, and the Leſſer States of Germany 
will ſoon be reduced : So that at preſent the univerſal Con- 
cern of all the Proteſtant Princes ſeems ingaged in this Jun- 
&urc. . And as we cannot miſtruſt God's good Providence 
in preſerving our pure Reformed Religion, notwithſtanding 
all Auempes of Wicked Mcn; fo we cannot doubt of an 
hearty and unanimous Agreement of all Good Men to the 
gnly vilible Means for the effecting thereot ; which is an 
intre Adherence to Their Majeſtics King Hiliam and Queen 
Mary, in whom, as our late Deliverance, fo our future Sate- 
ty (cems wholly wrape up. Under their Government, it 
Great Britars will be at unity in it ſelf, Great Britain will be 
iatz and happy : Happy in a Pure Religion, Juſt Laws and 
Liberties, and a flouriſhing Trade. Holland, our Potent Allie, 
will be able to ſecure it felt, and help us; and in fo doing, 
to confirm the Proteſtant Intereſt al over Ewrope. And all 
other the Injured Princes of Chriftendom will be able to take 
cheir juſt Revengss againſt Froxce, that aſpiring Monarch, 
who, to gratitie his Ambition, has baſely abuſed all the Prig- 
ces of Ewrope. Wherefore their Intereſt ſeems alſo involved 
in che preſent Aﬀair, and they are obliged to- hinder che 
French Tyrant from trampling theſe Nations under foot. I 
hope I need fay no more to make us unite, I ſhall add bur 
one word to the ſcrupulous Clergy-men, ſome of whom do; 
yet leem to hetitate and make a pane. Is it for fear of inju- 
ring the Qhurch, that you do thus? (And I fee no other Rea- 
{an you can pothbly pretend.) Is itthar you fear the Church 
of Englend (bould be undermined by ſome. other Reformers ? 
«* Conlider with your ſelves, whether we ought to ſtand upon 
«* the Intereſt of any one Church or Congregation, when 
* the Concern of the Univerſal Proteſtant Church is in ha- 
«* zard? Can you expedt, hog L:ws ( for I will noc 
« mention King Famer, as being only a pretended Ngue, as 
* he himfelf, it he had any Conſideration, may perceive) 
« Can you expect, I ſay, that either you, your Churches, 
« or Religion ſhall be preſerved ? No certainly, you can- 
« not, Except You are blind, What then remains to be 


done ? 
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done ? Ic us unanimouſly joyn in our Prayers to Heaven, 
in behalf of king #iliam and Queen Mary, That Goll 
would protect and preſerve them, and ſtrengitien their 
Hands to the accompliſhug that great Work which they 
have fo happily begun, and hichereo fo ſiiccefsfully carried 
on witch the joint conſent of both Houſes of Parlia- 
nent, wherein all things have hicherto heen carried on, 
for the Advantag2 of the Church of England, and by 
God's Blefling and our own Unity will fo continue.
